Z ion N ational Park, U tah: 
W e 
could 
have 
remained 
at 
Lehman 
C aves for som e tim e and been per­ 
fectly satisfied, but tim e skips along 
so w e packed up, filled the tank with 
thirty-cent 
gasoline 
and 
tackled 
eighty-four m iles o f unpaved road to 
M ilford. 
Seven m iles from Baker 
w e crossed the U tah state line and 
came into the state made fam ous by 
th e pioneer efforts o f the M orm ons. 
T h e M orm ons in their colonization 
plan developed all the valleys and 
canyons in w hich w ater was found. 
It was delightful to top a m ountain 
ridge, coast dow n into a broad valley 
w ith large cottonw ood trees, exten­ 
sive fields o f grass and alfalfa and a 
hom estead, often o f logs, but com ­ 
fortable and hom ey appearing. 
On 
the bottom land were herds o f sleek 
w hite-faced cattle. 
It took real ef­ 
fort to develop these valleys but the 
old M orm ons had the w ill to con­ 
quer as evidenced by the prosperous 
cattle ranches. 


A r c h i t e c t u r a l tendenc­ 
ies caught our eye at once: 
log 
cabins of the old pioneer days; 
red brick hom es o f the 
m ore 
successful 
pioneers; 
up-to-date 
brick hom es of modern design 
and face brick; the continuous 
history of th e developm ent 
of 
th e state. 
T he log cabins and 
the red brick houses held our at­ 
tention. 
M any o f the cabins 
were 
extensive buildings 
and 
should be term ed 
log 
houses 
rather than cabins; they appear­ 
ed com fortable, were w ell built; 
som e m odern, if you please. In 
one I discovered a 
bathroom , 
hot and cold running water, a 
m odem refrigerator and m any 
other of the lesser conveniences; 
above all a fam ily that seem ed 
to be contented. 


T h e red brick houses seethed to 
. carry o u t'-in reality the memories 
and hopes o f the pioneers, for the 
houses are duplicates of the 
same 
style so prevalent in som e sections of 
th e East, grand houses in their day, 
and undoubtedly making a 
lasting 
im pression upon the m inds o f 
the 
travtflers to their prom ised land, for 
there they too w ould have red brick 


hom es. 


O n nearly every prom inent 
corner is to be found the o b ­ 
trusions of m odernity; gas sta­ 
tions, some just gas stations, but 
other emporium s catering to the 
traveling public. H ere and there 
is a rem odeled store boasting its 
modern show windows and w ith 
modern m ethods of m erchandis­ 
ing practiced but not nearly so 
interesting as a m usty old gen ­ 
eral merchandise concern w ith 
everything in stock and 
piled 
the w ay it happened to hit when 
A fhropn at the shelves. 
A nd we 
must not forget that small new 
restricted residence section that 
shrieks of its m odernity 
w ith 
houses of m ore modern design,

“couldn't take it" and therefore spent 
a few days in hed, and on the return 
journey saw through a port hole 
most o f the fam ous inland passage 
betw een Prince Rupert and Victoria. 


From 
the 
tim e 
our 
party, 
members of th e California Press 
A ssociation, crossed the m oun­ 
tains in Northern California un­ 
til w e returned to that 
point 
about 10 days later, we 
were 
constantly in forests, which be­ 
came more dense and im pene­ 
trable as we proceeded farther 
north, 
hut 
the 
trees 
became 
smaller, until the timber could 
hardly be considered marketable 
in the vicinity of Jasper. 
H ow ­ 
ever, the rivers increased in size 
farther north. 
The r a i l w a y 
tracks 
constantly 
follow 
the 
great rivers or shores of lakes— 
we w ere never out of sight of 
water. 
Such 
rivers 
as 
the 
Fraser. Athabaska and Skeena, 
little heard of dow n here, com ­ 
pare in size w ith the M ississippi 
and Colum bia.

(Continued From First Page) 
mals, excepting a fine band of moun­ 
tains goats, and some members of 
our party saw a herd of 14 moose.

It 
has the world's largest cold stor­ 
age plant exclusively for fish, 
where we saw more salmon and 
halibut, frozen in a room main­ 
tained at 20 degrees below zero, 
than we had ever seen before. 
* The visit to that plant didn't 
help much to cure the chills 
and fever. But the climate at 
Prince Rupert is no more severe 
than at our own Southern Cali­ 
fornia coast. In fact, we were 
told that the thermometer does 
not rise above 00 degrees in 
summer nor fall below 40 in the 
winter, which is about the same 
as at Seattle and San Francisco. 
The mountains come right down 
to the ocean, and the rainfall 
there is more than 100 inches 
per year.

By 
thus restocking game-bird cover, of­ 
ficials think they will provide tine 
shooting within four more seasons, on 
lands of no value to farmers. Sports­ 
men are backing them whole-hearted­ 
ly in the attempt.—Calexico Chronicle.
